Atelegram has been received stating that 
the $6,000,000 required for the construction of 
the elevated road bas been received. The in- 
formation came to Charies Sutter, from 
Mortimer F. Taylor attorney, for the road 
dated New York, September 24, saying: 
ou may tell that the elevated deal has 
been closed, and that I come West to-morrow 
to close companies.’’ 

From this telegram Mr. Sutter says be ies of 
the opinion that German capitalists,who bave 


very strong representatives in New York City, 
have agreed to take the bonds as they have 
been inyestigating the enterprise thoroughly 
foralong time past. His confinence in Mr. 
Taylor, too, is ofsuch a character that be is 
positive the attorney would not send such a 
telegram unless the financial nevotiations 
bad been absolutely closed beyond the 
possibility of n r. Sutter 
said Mr. Taylor had been on East for some 
time past on a pleasure trip and while there 
he had looked to the interest ot his company 
by interesting himself in its financial affairs, 
and was not ositive that he had suc- 
ceeded. Mr. utter was East with Mr. 
Taylor, he said, on this business and ett him 
there about three weeks ago. As to what 
measures would be adopted for the formation 
ofthe companies which the attorney refered 
to he could give no information. That 
matter was entirely in the bands of Mr. Tay- 
lor and he could speak understandipaty 
upon the subject when he returned 
to the city Saturday morning.

AID FROM ABROAD. 

The citizens of Wichita have decided to ad- 
dress a memorial to Congress asking that the 
fair be located in St. Louls. Fort Worth will 
do the same. and other cities in Sonthern 
Kansas, Texas and Arkansas have expressed 


their intention of pursuing the same 
course. Hitherto the action of the 
Congressional Com mittee bas been 


confined to asking the aid of Missouri Con- 
gressinen, and requesting that those. from 
other States would suspend their judgment 
until the claims of this city could be investi. 
gated. On the suggestion of Frank Galennie 
it was decided that a more aggressive course 
should be pursued in the future It was 
represented thatfew Western States had so 
many representatives residing in other 
piaces as Missouri, and that this contingent 
could be utilized in the present agitation with 
great effect; should auxiliary committees be 


formed in other parts of the country 
for the advancement of the claims of St. 
Louis, it was believed that a very strong 
influence could be exerted on Congressmen 
who would otherwise be lukewarm or indif- 
ferent. Anumber of letters have been re- 
ceived from former residents of Missouri, 
offering to give every aid in their power to the 
St. Louis committee. 
AUXILIARY COMMITTEES. 

Each member was instructed to put himself 
ju communication with all non-resident Mis- 
sourtans whom he knewand request them to 
form loca committees in the cities 
and towns io which they resided. 
Many Congressmen bave as yet no particular 
bearing toward any city, and itis expected 
thatthe influence thus brought to bear at 
their homes, and by their own constituents 
will insure St. Louis wary! votes which might 
otherwise have been cast for either New York 
or Chicago. After perfecting arrangements 
for putting this plan into practice, the com- 
mittee adjourned to 8 o'clock Friday night.

CREATED A SENSATION. 


A Dynamite Bomb Found in the Court- 


House at Independence, Mo. 


By Telegraph to the POsST-DISPATCH. 

INDEPESDENCE, Mo., September 26.—Quite a 
sensation was created here this morning by 
the finding of a dynamite bomb, with fuse 
attachment, lying in an angle of the Court- 
house wall, partially concealed under a pile 
of oid iron. This bomb was made of a piece 
of inch gas-pipe. It was eight inches long 
and filled ateach end with plaster of paris. 
In one end was fixed a piece of ordinary 
blasting fuse about twenty incheslong. The 
following letter, picked up on the steps lead- 
ing to the office of the Daily Sentinel, explains 
the bomb found at the Court-house: 

J. C. D., Secretary L N. S. 2 

Light in on it to-night; bombs are all ready. 
One at the Sentinel, one at the Court-houseé 
and one at the juil. We will blow the old town 
ali to —-—. J. S., President. 

„„. 8.—Thetown is as dead as ——. We 
will liven it up a little.’’ 

A search of the premises failed to disclose 
the bombs reported to have been left at the 
Sentinel office and at thejail. Many take the 
afiair quite seriously, others think it a hoax. 
Tue bomb has not yet been examined.

Censiderable Business Transacted at To- 
Days Session—Eesolutions and Reports.

President Parsons called the second 
session of their annual convention 
to order. Rev. Henry Hopkins, pastor of the 


First Congregational Church of Pils city, 
opened the proceedings with prayer.

ferred without reading to the executive coun- 
cil to be appointed for the ensuing year, with 
instructions to report at the next annual 
meeting. A resolution from New York réecom- 
mending to Congress that such action be taken 
as will revive the American merchant marine 
was adopted. This brought outa resolution 
for “re from the Kansas dele- 
gation, which wanted the convention to 
indorse the object of the Deep Harbor Con- 
vention, which is to be heid in Topekaon Oc- 
toberl. Mr. White of Cincinnati objected to 
the passage of the resolution. The matter was 
not of national iwportance; it was only sec- 


tional; it was in the interest wholly 
of the West, and he moved that 
the resolution take the usual course 


—that of reference tothe Executive Council. 
Mr. Muivane of Topeka regarded the con- 
struction ofa deep water harbor on the coast 
of Texas of quite as much importance to as 
many people as the rivival of the merchant 
marine. If his resolution was to be referred 
he moved that the former resolution take the 
same course. After much discussion both 
resolutions went to the Executive Council,the 
vote on the former being reconsidcred.

Poor Old Byrne.

NEw YORK, September 26.—The directors of

President Parsons of 
the Louisville Club informed me before the 
board convened that be had virtually made up 
his mind bow he was going to vote. ; 

The only point on which the members of 
the board justify their action is the fact that 
the game at New York was called at 5:45 p. m. 
and that the game in dispute at Brooklyn was 
continued until after6o’clock. This was of- 
fered in evidence by Comiskey, and when I 
questioned him ee the high bluff at 
the Polo Grounds he said he knew of none, or 
if any existed he thought it no higher than the 
bank at Washington Park. Beyond Comis- 
key’s testimony the only evidence offered by 
St. Louis was affidavits by McCarthy and 
Milligan.

THE NORTHWESTERN RATES. 


Confidence Expressed That They Will Not 
Seriously Affect St. Louis. 


The trouble now being experienced in ad- 
justing the Northwestern freight rates, for 
which purpose a meeting of general managers 
is to be held in Chicago to-morrow, is just now 
assuming a great deal of interest to St. Louis, 
particularly as the grain receipts from the sec- 
tion involved are much larger bere than usual 
for this time of year. The trouble was brought 
about from Chicago by a 83% per cent reduc- 


tion to St. Paul, and its first fruits were to 
bring about a proportionate reduction to 
points as far down the Mississippi 
as Burlington, the average being 20 per 
cent. The Burlington, on this account, said 
they would have to extend it to Quincy if this 
was done, and the Wabash ae back at 
this said they would have to extend it to Han- 
nibal, which would affect all the Missouri 
River pointsand bring it right down to 8t. 
Louis. The situation became so critical yes- 
terday thatthe Burlington took the first step 
toward throwing things wide open, so far as 
the St. Louis tariff is concerned, dy 
announcing a new tariff, applying via 
the St. Louls, Keokuk & Northwestern and 
Burlington between St. Louis and St. Paul. 
The pew rates are: First class, 52c; second 
Class, Gee; third ciass, 264ec; fourth class, 
220 fifth class, 15@22c; B, 150; C, 130; D, 130; 

2, 120. The old rates between the points 
named were 63c, Ste. 420, 26c, 2ic, 18, lic, 
134ec. Commodity rates shown in Chairman 
Faithorn’s tariff, No. 65, will continue to 
govern in all cases where they make a lower 
rate. These rates will also epply from Fort 
Madison, Keokuk and Hannibal, and it will 
be seen that the Burlington is slowly, 
but surely, extending the territory of 
its reductions. It will in any event 
take care of St. Louis as it did last fall, asa 
POST-DISPATCH reporter was assured this 
morning by a gentleman high in the confi- 
deuces of the Burlington people. 

ASSURANCES HAVE BEEN RECEIVED 
to the same effect by shippers from the Wa- 
bash and Missouri Pacific, the assurance from 
the former being thatthe differential must be 
maintained. 

Mr. H. F. Langenberg, one of the largest 
corn receivers in the market, said that the re- 
duction, if not extended to St. Louls, would 
very seriously effect this market in North Mis- 
souri, North Kansas, Nebraska and Iowa. He 
had bought a great deal of corn and oats there 
within the last few days, aud was confident 
that the St. Louis roads would take care 
of this trade in any event, as it was 
of more importance to them than 
it is to grain receivers. The whole trouble, 
he thought, was due tothe merchants. They 
found one buying a great deal, and witha 
story that they were being given an advan- 
tage, would secure one for themselves by 
some means. St. Louis was buying beavily 
his year, and naturally Chicago was looking 
out for an advantage. 

Mr. Redmond Cleary, another large receiv- 
er, thought there was no reason to fear that 
St. Louis would be seriously affected, as the 
Wabash and Missouri Pacific had always 
taken care of themselves, and from assur- 
ences given, would continue to do so. They 
would not permit any reduction to be made to 
upper river points which would resultin tak- 
ing away their trade. 

resident Web M. Samuel of the United Ele- 
vator Co. was also confident that St. Louis 
would not be seriously affected. The only 
danger could be in the abrogation of the dif- 
ferential, and he did not apprehend that 
there was any reason to fear that.

Last winter 
aclique was formed to stake out St. Louis, 
but it failed completely, the St. Louis people 
proving too sharnv for them, and selling heav- 
ily at 110 up to 123, buying back at much lower 
prices, and taking in agreat many during the 
last few days at between 95and 100. The in- 
formation here is that the selling in the East 
bas been shortto alarge extent on borrowed 
stock, and it this is true the St. Louis profits 
will be increased a great deal more. It was 
also learned this morning that St. Louis has 
been very fortunate in allof the trust mar- 
kets, and bas made good profits on leads, 
cottons and whiskys. There has been but 
little opportunity to do much on linseeds, but 
wat there has been has been taken ad- 
vantage of. 


MURDERED HIS UNCLE. 


he Terrible Crime ofan Army Deserter at 
Moorehead, Minn. 


ALLENTOWN, Pa., September 26.—News of a 
murder in Minnesota yesterday was received 
in this city last night. Details are wanting, 
but dispatches say that Jacob Schreiber, son 
of John L. Schreiber, one of the Commission- 
ers of Lehigh County, shot and killed his un- 
cle, Franklin J. Schreiber, at Moorehead, 
Minn. The murdererisa young man, about 
25 years of age, who ran away from home sev- 
eral years ago, and when next heard from 
was in the regular army.

THE ANTI. TRUST Law. 


The Secretary of State Promises Develop- 
ments Within Twenty-four Hours. 


By Telegravh to the Posr-Dtra ron. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., Se ptember 26.—Sec- 
retary of State Lesueur and the entire Depart- 
ment of State is busily engaged to-day in the 
formal Inauguration of the new law prohibit - 
ing pools, trusts and conspiracies. The law 
provides that the Secretary of State shall pre- 
pare a blank form of affidavit to de 
transmitted with his letter to every corpora- 
tion doing business in this State, whether or- 


ganized under the laws ot this or any other 
State or country, and that such afhdavit shall 
be made by the President, Secretary, Treasurer 
or any director of such corporation, setting 
forth that his company was not, on May 18, 
1889 (the date of approval of said act), or at 
any day since that date, a member of any 
trust, or pool, or combination, intended to 
limit or fix the price or lessen the 
production and sale of any article of com- 
merce, use or consumption, or to prevent, 
restrict or diminish the manufacture or out- 

ut ot any such article. This affidavit must 

© returned to the Secretary of State, on 
penalty—if a home corporation—of revocation 
of charter; or if a foreign corporation, be sub- 
jected to prosecution as provided by law. 
patient and

State for the names and addresses of foreign 
corporations, in which labor he has been 
greatly assisted by county and city officials. 
Ihe Secretary estimates that more than 7,500 
corporations will be reached within the en 
suing twenty-four hours. 


Waiting For the Storm. 


The enforcement of the anti-trust and pool- 
ing law has been disvounted in the Post- Dis. 
PATOH, and the lines of business affected have 
been given very fully. In several cases trusts 


and pooling arrangements have been aban- 
doned and in others local members of na- 
tional associations have withdrawn from 
them. Others, how@ger, and they are in the 
majority, have stood by their trusts and pools, 
and express confidence that they will be able 
to get around the law. Just what it will strike 
first remains to be seen, though it is 
expected that so far as St. Louis is 
concerned the principal cases will be against 
the members of the Sugar, White Lead, Cotton 
Seed Oil and Linseed trusts. These are the 
best defined trusts in the country, and the 
interest in them in St. Louis is very large. 
They are also backed by a great dev! of 
wealth, and will fuily test the law. It is also 
expected that the law will be made to reach 
the Board of Fire Underwriters, but the mem- 
bers of that organization also still express 
confidence that they cannot be brought under 
its operation. 


THE BIG BEND FAILURE. : 


Circular of Dr. Pierce, the President, Noti- 
fying the Stockholders, 


BUFFALO, N. Y., September 26.—Dr. Pierce, 
President ofthe Big Bend Tunnel & Mining 
Co., in his circular to the stockholders an- 
nouncing the failure of the company says: 

**Since the issue of bulletin No 10, Septem- 
ber 29, 1888, there has been no waterial change 
in the prospects developed by our mining 
operations last year at Big Bend. 


The vast quantity of boulders that 
were uncovered completely handicapped 
our operations and made 80 
expensive as to prevent the realization ofa 
profit. In fact, in view of the adverse devel- 
opments of last season’s work and the further 
experience of this season it is doubtful if our 
mines ever can be worked ata profit, cer- 
tainlymot atthe present price of labor, nor 
unless some more economical method may 
hereafter be invented for handling the vast 
quantity of bou lders which exist in the river 
bed. Ouroperations have demonstrated the 
fact that there is a vast quantity of 
gold in our claims, but in the face of the ob- 
stacles mentioned it seems to be impossible to 
extract itataprofit. The total output from 
our mines last season was $17,832.33. This did 
not pay the cost of actual mining operations. 
Some of the ground washed was quite rich and 
everywhere gold was found to exist in suff 
cient abundance to have paid largely, but for 
the unexpected obstacles.’’ 

During August of this year, Dr. Pierce says, 
the output was about $2,000, ‘‘but,’’ he adds, 
it is doubttulit we shall be able to do much 
better than pay expenses this season.’’ 

Everything has been done, he says, to op- 
erate cheaply and effectiveiy, and everything 
else likely to facilitate the work that experi- 
ence could suggest has beendone. In con- 
clusion he says. But afterall our efforts, and 
much as we regret to acknowledge the fact, 
yet weare quite prepared toadmit that at 
present weseeno vprospect of realizing our 
former expectations with respect to these 
mines. Great as is our disap- 
pointment at this unfavorable’ ter- 
mination of our great undertaking, 
we atleast have the satisfaction of knowing we 
were not more at fault lu our judgment with 
these mines than were the most experienced 
mining experts of the Pacific Coast, and that 
we have been defeated by no fault in the man- 
agement, but by the expense of unfavomble 
conditions which could not possibly have 
been foreseen or supposed to exist, and which 
were only disclosed when the mines were 
fully opened up by our excavations in the bed 
of the river.’’

HURLEY, Wis, September 26.—There is little 
likelihood that the money taken from 
the Iron Exchange Bank last Friday night will 
be recovered. The cracksmen left no clew to 
their identity, and burglars and money have 
disappeared as completely as if at the bottom 
of the river. This brings the parties interested 
in the robbery as to who will stand the 
loss of the $39,000. It is understood that the 
United States Express Co, will make 
an attempt to shift the blame for the 
loss of the money on tothe bank, and litiga- 
tion In the courts seems to be the inevitable 
result. From the fact that no reward has yet 
been offered for the capture of the men guilty 
of the burglary, which is usually done in such 
cases by the express company, the conclusion 
is drawn that it is to show that they are not 
interested in bringing the robbers to convic- 
tion.

Burr abused the po- 
lice and arrested and scared the witness 
Lewis, and next morning coolly entered a 
nolle prosequi in all the cases. The cases 
were then prosecuted by the City Coun- 
selor on the Mayor’s order, and ample 
proof was produced of the fact thata 
craps game had been going on in the 
saloon.

All that was de- 
sired by the people of St. Clair to make the 
Gay the most notable in Belleville’s 
history was for the sun to shine 
and when the orb of day

It is safe to say that every resident of 
St. Clair County who could possibly do so 
came to Belleville to-day to witness the great 
parade, and brought his family with him. 
Early this morning—even before many of the 
residents of Belleville had shaken off sleep— 
vebicies of all description began to come into 
the city from all directions, carrying parties 
happy in expectation of a day of unusual 
pleasure.

found that they measured 80 to the 
linear inch, and, taking one ovary 
and dividing it by means of the most delicate 
scules known to science, he haived, quur- 
tered, and further divided che mass seventeen 
times, until be had a section small enough to 
count the eggs in it. This section represented 
1,131,072 of the total number, and three sec- 
tions were laboriously counted under the 
microscope.
